Importation of automobfies in 
China was affected during June by 
the general strike conditions. This 
month saw but 75 vehicles deliv- 
ered into service, as compared with 
approximately 400 cars during the 
preceding month.

25 Hours Allowed 
On Hawaii Flight 


Washington, D. C., Aug. 31.— 
An estimate of 25 hours and il 
minutes is made by the Navy De- 
partment as the required time for 
the San Francisco-Hawaii-non- 
stop seaplane flight which three 
navy flying boats will attempt to- 
day. The distance between the two 
points was given at 2,100 miles. 

Every precaution has been taken 
by the navy to assure the aircraft 
a successful flight. Ten surface 
vessels will be stationed at 200- 
mile intervals along the line of 
Prior to the expected pass- 
ing of the planes they will signal 
for one hour by making dense 
smoke during the day and at night 
by pointing searchlights. 

After the last plane passes over, 
the station ship will follow on the 
base course of the aircraft at a 
high speed for two hours and then 
continue on the base course at a 
moderate speed until further 
orders are received.

New York, Aug. 29.—The reduc- 
tion of 2 cents a pound in the rub- 
ber market on Friday apparently 
failed to stimulate buying to any 
considerable extent today.

Good Shop Mechanics 
May Make Poor Managers 


By CLYDE JENNINGS 

Since the beginning of automo- 
tive service there has been an in- 
clination on the part of dealers 
and others in authority to look tu 
the best mechanic in the shop as 
the candidate for the management 
or foremanship. This idea has 
spoiled many a shop by taking off 
the floor its main asset afd putting 
him into an executive job where 
he just sort of worried along in a 
ecnfused state of mind, with too 
much to think about to permit him 
to do any work with his own hands. 
Some dealer executives finally 
got the idea that a good mechanic 
was not necessarily A good execu- 
tive, and they “shot the roll” by 
going out of the industry and pos- 
sibly out of mechanics to hire 2 
business man as the service execu- 
tive. In some very large dealer 
institutions this has succeeded, but 
in more cases it has failed, becausc 
this outsider never caught the 
spirit of the maintenance industry 
—its youthfulness, its willingnes: 
to take losses and disappointments 
and, like the very young boy, smile 
over an anticipated pleasure rathe: 
than mourn over a loss. 

The coming of the .piece work 
system is working out some ot 
these promotion troubles. Under 
the old system mechanics probably 
were rated at $35 a week, testers 
and subforemen at $40 and fore- 
men at $45 and managers at $50. 
The only way a good mechanic 
could be sure of earning more than 
any other man rated as a mechanic 
was to accept one of these promo- 
tions. In a few cases employers 
had the nerve to raise a particular 
mechanic, but most of them were 
afraid to do so because of the dis- 
organizing effect on the staff. 

With the piece work there came 
a different standard. Under this 
system a man is paid for the work 
that he can do that is profitable 
to the shop. His pay promotion is 
up to himself and a lot of Men who 
have had their inning as an execu- 
tive have returned to the bench; 
and are making their fingers earn 
them more than was possible in an 
executive job—because they can 
direct their own hands efficiently, 
but they lack an ability to direct 
others. They know now that they 
can really do a job more quickly 
than they can tell some one else 
to do it. 

Because of this money premium 
paid for quick, deft hands backed 
by an ability to boss one man, the 
best mechanics are refusing promo- 
tions to straight salary jobs and the 
men whose fingers are less nimble, 
but whose minds see a larger field, 
are getting the executive jobs and 
both are happy. 

When there is more of this in the 
service field, when the tendency 
spreads’ to pick the man for the 
job, service as a whole will benefit.

As it has been worked 
out, each dealer furnishes to all 
other members of the association 
a list of fair prices that he can 
allow on used cars of the make he 
handles, the list covering a period 
of about four years. These lists 
are tnade up into loose-leaf books, 
and each dealer has a complete 
list cf trade-in prices, He knows 
just how much he can safely allow 
on a used car of his make, and 
knews kow much each should bring 
when resold. 

If a car is reconditioned the ex- 
| pense is added to the cost of the 
car plus the customary 20 per cent. 
Once in a while some ambitious 
dealer will permit himself to be- 
come foolish and not get his full 
profit, or he will allow just a 
trifle too much on a used car, 
Wher confronted at the dealers’ 
meeting with the evidence he in- 
variably vows that from that day 
on he wil] not be an offender again, 

Before.this era of good business 
sense was adopted, tremendous al- 
lowances were given on used carSe 
Anything to beat the other fellow 
out of a deal was the order of the 
day. The public knew of the price 
war and took advantage of it. 

Today things are different, 
Springfield dealers are taking in 
trades at figures that permit the 
cars to be resold at a profit. This 
has resulted in used car prospects 
and buyers coming to Springfield 
from many miles around to snap 
up the bargains. With something 
like twenty dealers in the city it 
is doubtful if there are more than 
250 used cars in the city in all of 
the showrooms, This includes 
Ford, Dodge, Chevrolet, Star, 
Overland and other luw priced cars, 
so it will be seen there practi- 
cally no accumulation. 

One of the things that 
visiting dealers is the 
Springfield merchants consult one 
another. If the customer is one of 
| the shopping kind he will find out 
immediately that he can't misrep- 
resent what other dealers have 
offered.
